1. FOLLOWING IS FULL TEXT OF CANADIAN REDRAFT OF HUMAN 
CONTACTS MANDATE, REFLECTING SOME OF CHANGES ANNOUNCED BY 
CANADIAN REP AT MARCH 14 SPC MEETING ( SEE SEPTEL). 

2. BEGIN TEXT 

1. THE COMMITTEE IS CHARGED WITH EXAMINING ALL OPPOR 
TUNITIES TO PROMOTE THE DEVELOPMENT OF HUMAN CONTACTS, TO 
BROADEN CULTURAL AND EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGES AND TO WIDEN THE 
FLOW OF INFORMATION. IN PARTICULAR IT SHALL ENDEAVOUR TO 
AGREE ON PROCEDURES TO FOSTER GREATER FREEDOM OF MOVE- 
MENT AND EXCHANGE OF PERSONS AND TO DRAW UP A LONG- TERM 
PROGRAMME TO INCREASE CULTURAL EXCHNAGES INCLUDING THOSE 
IN THE FIELD OF PURE SCIENCE, AND TO IMPROVE THE FLOW OF 
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2. IT SHALL ALSO ENDEAVOUR TO AGREE ON PROCEDURES FOR THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS PROGRAMME. 

3. IN THE PERFORMANCE OF ITS DUTIES, THE COMMITTEE 

SHALL ESTABLISH SUB- COMMITTEES TO PREPARE THE APPROPRIATE 
PORTIONS OF THE DRAFT DOCUMENT OR DOCUMENTS FOR ITS CONSI- 
DERATION AND SUBMISSION TO THE CONFERENCE IN PLENARY SESSION. 

4. THE COMMITTEE SHOULD BEAR IN MIND THE NECESSITY OF 
FOLLOWING THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES GUIDING RELATIONS 
BETWEEN PARTICIPANTS AS OUTLINED FOR THE COMMITTEE ON 
QUESTIONS OF SECURITY. 

SUB- COMMITTEE ON 

THE DEVELOPMENT OF INCREASED HUMAN CONTACTS 

1. THE COMMITTEE IS CHARGED WITH WORKING OUT 
AGREED PROCEDURES WHOSE IMPLEMENTATION BY ALL THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES WILL BE LIKELY TO FOSTER GREATER 
FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT AND EXCHANGE OF PERSONS COLLECTIVELY 
OR INDIVIDUALLY, OFFICIALLY OR PRIVATELY, PARTICULARLY 
IN THE FOLLOWING AREAS: ( A) THE IMPROVEMENT OF CONDI- 
TIONS UNDER WHICH NATIONALS OF ONE STATE MAY MARRY NATIONALS 
OF OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES; ( B) THE FACILITATION OF 
REGULAR MEETINGS AND REUNIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE SAME 
FAMILY; ( C) THE IMPROVEMENT OF CONDITIONS FOR TRAVEL 
BETWEEN AND WITHIN PARTICIPATING STATES FOR NATIONALS OF 
OTHER SUCH STATES, BOTH FOR PRIVATE AND PROFESSIONAL 
REASONS; ( D) THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF MEETINGS AMONG YOUNG 
PEOPLE AND AMONG REPRESENTATIVES OF RELATED PROFESSIONS; 

( E) THE IMPROVEMENT OF CONDITIONS FOR CONTACTS AND MEET- 
INGS BETWEEN INDIVIDUALS AND RELIGIOUS GROUPS FOR RELIGIOUS 
PURPOSES; ( F) THE DEVELOPMENT OF TOURISM ON A COLLECTIVE 
OR INDIVIDUAL BASIS; AND ( G) THE EXPANSION OF CONTACTS 
IN THE FIELD OF SPORT. 

SUB COMMITTEE ON 

THE BROADENING OF CULTURAL AND EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGES 

1. THE COMMITTEE IS CHARGED WITH DRAWING UP A 
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LONG- TERM PROGRAM TO BROADEN CULTURAL AND EDUCATIONAL 
EXCHANGES AND COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES ( INCLUDING THOSE IN 
PURE SCIENCE) IN ORDER TO INCREASE CONTACTS ( OFFICIAL, 
COLLECTIVE, PRIVATE AND INDIVIDUAL) THROUGH BILATERAL 
OR ULTILATERAL PROGRAMS, IN THE LIGHT OF THE BRADENED 
CONCEPT OF CULTURE DEFINED BY THE 1972 UNESCOW REGIONAL 
CONFERENCE ON CULTURAL POLICIES IN EUROPE, SO AS TO 
INCLUDE THE STUDY OF SOCIAL PHENOMENA AND SOCIO- CULTURAL 
ASPECTS. 
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2. IN PARTICULAR THE PROGRAM SHALL DEAL WITH 
THE FOLLOWING: ( A) THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE DISTRIBUTION 
AND AVAILABILITY OF PRINTED MATERIALS INCLUDING TEXT 
BOOKS; ( B) THE WAYS OF INCREASING THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
FILMS AND RADIO AND TV PROGRAMS BY ENCOURAGING ARTICISTIC 
AND TECHNICAL EXCHANGES IN THIS FIELD; ( C) THE EXPANSION 
AND DIVERSIFICATION OF ARTICISTIC, EDUCATIONAL AND CULTURAL 
EXCHANGES, INCLUDING EXPERIENCE IN THESE AREAS, PARTICU- 
LARLY IN THE FIELDS OF CULTURAL SERVICES, TEACHING METHODS, 
LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION. BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION AND ADULT 
EDUCATION; ( D) THE INCREASE OF UNIVERSITY EXCHANGES, 

AND THE FACILITATION OF ACCESS TO UNIVERSITIES IN PARTICI- 
PATING COUNTRIES BY AWARDING MORE SCHOLARSHIPS AND FELLOW- 
SHIPS AND BY STUDYING MEANS OF ENABLING GOVERNMENTS BETTER 
TO STUDY AND ASSESS PROBLEMS OF EQUIVALENCIES OR MATCHING 
LEVELS BETWEEN DIPLOMAS, CERTIFICATES AND COURSES OF 
COLLEGE STUDY. 

SUB- COMMITTEE ON 
THE WIDER FLOW OF INFORMATION 

1. THE COMMITTEE IS CHARGED WITH PREPARING A 
PROGRAMME TO WIDEN THE FLOW OF INFORMATION INCLUDING 
RELIGIOUS INFORMATION AMONG THE PARTICIPATING STATES, IN 
PARTICULAR THROUGH: ( A) THE INCREASE IN THE CIRCULA- 
TIONA OF PRINTED, ORAL, FILMED, RADIO OR TV INFORMATION; 

( B) THE IMPROVEMENT OF ACCESS BY INDIVIDUALS TO SUCH 
INFORMATION; ( C) THE ESTABLISHMENT OF EXCHANGE PRO- 
GRAMS, COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES AND CO- PRODUCTIONS; AND 
( D) THE IMPROVEMENT OF ARRANGEMENTS FOR JOURNALISTS OF 
PARTICIPATING STATES TO WORK IN OTHER SUCH STATES. 
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
